The spring term on Ore Hill was reduced to a 
‘small number, by the removal from town of nearly 
one-half of the scholars. 

Swain school in the spring term, taught by Mrs. 
5. M. Clark, a teacher of large experience, and always 
successful, proved the value of intelligent teaching. 

Spring term at Warren Summit, No. 7, would 
have proved more profitable with a better attendance 
of scholars.
